Preyer says this could not indicate LHO still in Mexico 1p/l0/ and Azque is emphatic. 

Ead nothing to do with preparation of form and had no occasion to look at p&oto. 

Was shown album photos by committee in Cuba. Aware all photoed by spooks. Says 
of face among them the committee as well as he would have recognized. 

Preyer asks is he would still believe the man not LHO is handwriting analysis showed 
it to be LHO's signature. Ans., would accept handwaiting analysis. 

Recess . 

Despite prior CIA pretenses, Azque was shown album of people entering anH leaving 
Cuban Mexico City embassy. 

After recess Preyer went into a long concatination of childish questions begin- 
ning with the friendships of people who owrked together to merely ask what he knew 
could not be true and would be denied, that Oswald was present at a Duran aprty anri 
that in a conversation it was stated that JFK had to be killed, with LHO saying maybe 
he would do it. 

Then Dodd picks up on the same kangaroo-court manner. Bis dodge is that if the 
wrong picture wcs on the application there was complicity. Tries to mafe out a gain that 
Azque was involved in the preparation and examination of the application, wtc. 

Obviously these are cheap shots of prejudicial nature. An example of the non- 
accidental quality is the absence of reading from the Duran tape and transcripts of 
any questioning of her on this, to resolve this. The stories on the face are irrational, 
as was the Clark story with which Preyer began after recess, by reading what could 
not possibly have been real. 

Sawyer takes up with a political line, Azque was an exile. Azque says it was 
voluntary on his part, that he left voluntarily at lu achado's time. Azque was in 
urope about 10 years prior to iA exico. E e is followed by others with a similar red- 
baiting line. Unf actual assumptions are basic in this, Mke were LHO's US CP credentials 
legitimate. 



Of course there is inherent the basic assumption that all that happened could 
be anticipated and was, thus all knew and recalled everything, including what did 
not happenc Perfect recollection of all events, etc. , including non-events, ^his 
extends to internal reference to Azque' s testimony, where parts are ignored in 
representation of the evidence before the committee on applications. 

They ty to get him to say that Oswald told him about his radar experience. Azque 
answers this would have been contrary to all the rest of Oswald's representations and 
would have been inconsistent with the nature of the appeal he was making for a visa.
